NAVIGATION OPEN THRU LOCKS 
OF HUGE DNIEPERSTROY DAM, MAY ! 


40,000 Workers Celebrate Victory of Socialist 
Construction; Whole Population Takes Part

KICHKAS, May 3.—Another victory | 


has been recorded for Socialist con- 
struction. Today the steamship “So- 
phia Perovskaya” and “October 25th” 
effected a first test through 
the new locks of the great Dnieper- 
stroy Dem The passage was a 
complete success. The steamers were 
raiecd 127 feet through three suc- 
cessive locks and released into the 
open Dnieper.
